Jdray had lots of
chatices for the young man and finally struck
up a trade that was satisfactory all around.
He had a $8560 mortgage on a tract of twenty
acres of fine farm land in Mills county, which
he was willing to Invest In the Kansae Lar-
galn, and algo & mechanlc's llen on & house
In Omaha, securing $180.

Tho desl was finully closed and Gray
turned over his property to Gude. Gude's
deed for his Kansas land was in blank and
the abstracts that accompanied It were not
brought up to date, the deed In blank not
belng Included. He suggested to Gray that
the abstract be pent to Kansas and com-
pleted, 85 he says, and that Gray, should
Investigate and learn the true value of the
land. Gtay was famlliar with the country
in the vicinity and was also amsured that
Guda was all right, for the young man bore
strongly worded letters from Secratary of
State McFarland and other prominent men
in Des Molnes, expressing their confidence
in him and vouching fur hils honesty.

Affalr at Mannwn Proves to Have
HBeen o Real Engline of Destranetion
The gas pipe bomb referred to In The Bee

of yesterday, and which was thought to have

been only a harmless joke perpetrated by
some one who had not arrived at the age of
diseretion, provea to have been something
more than a jJest. One of the men who
helped to Investigate It sald yesterday that

It was a genuine and murderous instrument

of destruction, and that the fuse was not a

plece of electrie light cord, but a fine para-

phined water-proof fuse. When the bomb
was opened It was found that the fuse termi-
nated In what was about a double charge
of shotgun powder, and back of this
was a lot of black unglazed powder

In lumps the size of hickory nuts. The re-

malnder of the bomb was filled with stuff

whose nuture was not known, but which was

Belleved, to the Inexperlenced eyes of the

men who carefully plcked the bomb to pleces,

to be glant powder or dynamite, The bomb
was not lald on Colonel Reed's pavillon, but
upon the perch of his resldence, where Peter

Relf, who ls epgaged to watch the property,

sleeps every night. The bomb was not taken

up town, as at first reported, but after it
wad examined and its dangerous character
discovered, it was locked up in Colonel

Reed's topl house for safekeeplng. Wednes-

day night the houwse was broken open and

the bomb stolen.

Bome of the people at Manawa still strongly
Ineline to the belief that the whala thing
was only a joke, but Petor Itelf, who 1s the
Justice of the peace for Lewis township, does
not share In the opinlon, So thoroughly s
he satisficd that It was meant for mischlef
that he has refused to longer sleap in the
house at nilght.

The bomb was about one foot long, made
of inch and a half plpe.

SOLDIERS' HOME 100 SMALL

Iowa Institution at Marshalltown is Badly
Overcrowded at Present.

IT MUST BE EXTENSIVELY ENLARGED
ditm

Legisintore Askéd to Make n Libernl
Approprintion for the Addition
of Dormitories nand  Other
Needed Ageommodations.

DES MOINES, Feb 14.—(Special)=The
orormous Increass In the number of applica-
tiens for admission Into the Soldlers’ Home
at Marshalltown 1s a matter of grave con-
cern. When the home wa= eftablished, some
ten years ago, serious donbts were enter-
talred as to the advisabllity of making so
Iarge an expenditure for this putrpose, many
members arguing that the number of vei-
erans In this state who would avail them-
selves ol the advantages of the institution
ad limited and would constantly decrease.
Accommuodations were only provided for gome
2436 persons, but this fAgure was speadily
reqched and passed until now Lhere ars more
than twice that number of inmates, with
applications on file from half as many more
thut cannot at present be provided for, Bills
are now pending to appropriate the sum of
$105,000 for additional bulldings and for the
support of this Institution. The ‘“cottage
plan™ of providing for the familles of sol-
diers has not proved successful and has been
the cause of more or less Jealouxy and will
be abandoned. A dormitory for indigent
widows of #oldiers ls one of the urgent
necessitiea recommended by the board of
MANARETS,

It the legiglature does finally dispose of
the revisel code and obviate the necessity
of an extra sesslon the eredit will be largely
due to Repregentative Brinton of Hamliiton,
who I ehalrman of one of the five subdivia-
lons of the cods committee. Mr. Brinton
has hit upon the plan of bodlly substituting
the sectlons of the present statutes In cases
where the commissioners have made material
changes. Owing to the pecullar method of
annotating practiced by MeClain in dividing
up sections and using alphabatical references
It Is not as ensy n matter to make these
substitutions as might appear at first sight,
it by patience and perseverance, conslder-
able progress can be made at each meeting
of the committee. Thiz method, If uniformly
adopted, would, of courte, ignore all the
recommendations made by the revisors, and
do awny with the necessity of any protracted
qebatg, Mr. Brintop . galeulstes that by
llllhwntly mrsuing this course the ge_llur;
work can be accomplished and final aljourn-
ment reached by the mjddle of April.

AGE OF CONSENT DEBATH.

After o few closing remarks by Rowen, the
senate voled cn the motlon to substitute the
minority report on the age of ccnsent bill
for the majority, which prévailed, 23 to 20.
The minority favored fixing the absolute age
at 16, and conditloned on subsequent marriage
nt 18. Benator Lothrop, who had voted fir
the minority, moved an amendment, exempt-
Ing young men under 18 from the penaltles
preseribed, He thonght that boys under the
age named should be afforded equal protee-
tion. Senator Blanchard gquoted at lengdh
from the declsicn. of the supreme court of
Kangas agalnst unwise and unreasonable pun-
Ishments for o minpr offense, and punishing
only one party to the ¢rime. On motion of
Senator Byers the motion by which the
minority report was adopted was reconsid-
pred, 27 to 21, and on fhe next roll call the
minority report wng again adopted by the
casting vote of Lieylenant Governor Parrott,
which was followed by vigorous clapping of
hands cnd other démonstrations of approval
by the lobby. Bendtor Carpenter moved an
amendment, merely striking out the word
11 In the present statutes and inserting the
word 16. Secnator Hedly opposed the sub-
stitute, hecause the maximum punishment of
imprisonment for life might be imposed
upon a mere hoy, who had yielded to the
solleltation of an Inmuite of a bawdy house.
Senator JeukMn thought the minimum “‘term
of years" dld not leave sufficlent diseretion
with the court. After several other amend-
ments had been priposed, the bill was re-
ferred back to the judiciary commitiee, with
instructions to report tomorrow, when the
fight will be renewed,

In the house a large batch of petitions
wero read on all sorts of sibjects, but prin-
elpally in relation to the saldlers monument,
An effor. to appolot an acdd’ fonzl file ¢ erk was
adopted by Van Ibanten, who pointed out the
fact that as all bills must b2 introduced by
february 29, In the cours: of these two or
three weeks thera would be very lttle work
elther for the file clerke or the thirty-five
committee clerks now employed by the house,

The houss judiclary committee reported
favorably on the bill requiring the signature
of both the husband and wife to mortgages
or llens on houschold goods. Also the bill
authorizing the state, county or city to re-
celve hequests,

Representatives  8mith, Bowen, Grate
Nletert, Davis and Lambert were appointed
A committee to attend the funeral of Rep-
resentative McClelland,

Commlitices on waye and means of both
houses went to Iowa City lo Investigate the
needs of the Btate university.

The committee of both houses has recom-
mended the submiselon of a woman suffrage
amendment,

ages slowly rolled by the mountalng grow and
the valleys became dry land, and the ances-
tral vegetation appeared, following which
came animal life.

All that is now known of this izolated
(gsllnn Is that |t Is thickly wooded and well
walered; the telescobe Teveals the woodland,
while numerous stupendous walerfalls come
plunging down the sldes, one having a clear
leap of 2,000 feet, and such an enormous vol-
ume that it l& plainly visible from a point
thirty miles off. That strange forms of
plants and beasts and even fishes abound in
this wonderful lone Island Is sclf-evident,

Speculation even eurmises that It may bhe
Inhabited by human beings; but whether
this be s or not, the region Is well worthy
of being explored, and the wonder §s that
no serlous attempt nt doing 8o has yot been
made. 1f, as asserted, it is only accessible
to a balloon, even that means of sciling
the helghts may be resorted to with succoss,

In the neighborhood of Roralma proper
are two or three other massces of similar
formation, which are belleved to be equally
inaccessible, although their lower forms
have not been explored, Ona of theso, called
by the natives Kenkenham, {g much larger
than Roralma, but not nearly so striking
in the uncompromlsing aspect of Its accoes-
slbility. This and Its fellows may prove to
be equally as Isolated and Interesting as
Roralma Iteelf, but so far as is now apparent,
it Is to Noralma that sclence must look to
golve the mighty riddle that she hereelf
propounds of the preservation In unbroken
line of destent of the earliest forms of foTh

and fauna that appedared on this hall of our’|

globe when ‘‘the waters were gathered to-
gether in one place and the dry land ap-
peared.”” fl

Whether the possesslon of this South
American geologleal sphinx ultimately falls
to Bngland or Venezuela, it g to be hoped
that selence will not much longer delay
in wresting from it the secroet it has enclored
and been walting to divulge through many
ages. ‘The possible results would Justify
almost any cost that may be Incurred In
purguance of this object.

A WORD ABOUT CONDOLENCE.

It Should He Gently Offered and Dell-
cntely Consfdered. .

The foundation of condolence, says the
Baltimore Sun, !8 sympathy, for it Is, In
fact, only an expression of symputhy, but
the sympathy Iteelf Is sometimes simulated
or merely perfunctory, Waords of condole-
ment are consequently, In many cases, set
terms or trite saylngs, uttered without
thought or feeling, and when this ls the
cese they have no consoling effect, But
renl condolement with the afMicted, springing
naturally out of sympathy, bas a soothing
offect.  The sorrow ls divided, as It were,
and the chief sufferer or mourner feels re-
leved by having & companion In misery,
No such rellef is brought by polite words of
sympathy coldly expressed, which every one
uttera ag & matter of form and which no one
takes as havipng serious meaning,

The expression of sympathy which {8 most
felt and most gratefully recelved is not al-
ways transinted into words, The pressure
of the hand or kindly acts of consideration
may sgométimes be more consolatory than
any spoken words,  People of Judgment and
conslderation who wish to console the af-
flicted do so quletly and gently. They do
not attempt to stop the torrent of [resh
grief, but, walting until it has subsided, ex-
nibit such sympathy In acte rather than
words as will tend to soothe the sorrowing.
The mourner at a deathbed knows s well
ns any adviser that tears will avall nothing;
he kncws that the end was Inevitable; that
ot may have been for the best; that we
ehould be thenkful for the companlonship of
the departed one during Hfe rather thun
mourn over his loss,  All of these thoughts
and gct phrases have been made familiar to
him by conslant repetition, but they grate
upen his ears In the presence of hils own
fresh grief and afford bhim no eonsolation.
IF'rom the effusive friends, without real ‘sym-
pathy in thelr hearts, who thus endeavor to
condole with him, he turns for rellef to some
one whose real sympathy ls expressed In
pctions rather than words—one who s silent
because Lo feels the hollowness of mere pro-
fessions of sympathy, and who is tolerant of
the passion of grief because he feels and
understands Its force.

Real consolation s found in such condol-
ence, and Hitle by little the grief |s assuaged,
and then comes the perlod when the mourner
finde consalation In the talk that at first Ir-
ritated him. People who deslre to condole
with others, even as a matter of form, should
respect the periods of grief and avoid wound-
ing the scared heart by hollow expressions of
philosophic comfort at & thme when the
mourner s i1l prepared to recelve consolation
from such a eource, In the house of death
all voleen are lowered through awe; they
ghould be stilled out of sympathy, at least
untll the passion of grief has spent ite force
and the mourners have begun to hunger after
sympathy and condolence, Time |8 the great
curer of grief, and the best that we can do Is
to Intelligently ald time by extending condo-
lence in words only when the words can be
both understood and apprecluted—aflter the
passion of & fresh grief haw subsided.
